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FORWARD 


There  has  been  only  one  published  record  of  the  Brewer  family  in 
America.  In  1947  Edward  Denton  Brewer,  610  National  Bank  of  Tulsa  Build¬ 
ing,  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  published  “The  House  of  Brewer”.  This  book  starts 
with  Thomas  Brewer  who  lived  from  1540  to  1610  and  who  married  a  Miss 
Drake.  His  son  John,  it  is  said,  was  born  in  England  in  1565  and  died  in 
Virginia  in  1635.  He  married  Mary  Grove  and  his  will  was  probated  in  Lon¬ 
don,  England.  John,  his  wife  and  three  children,  came  to  America  shortly 
after  1624.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  in  1629-1630.  His 
children  were  John.  Frances,  Mary,  Margaret  and  Roger.  This  last  John, 
according  to  the  this  source,  was  the  father  of  George  Brewer  who  settled 
in  Brunswick  County,  Virginia  and  died  there  in  1744  leaving  his  second 
wife,  Alice  and  a  host  of  progeny.  It  is  through  his  son,  Henry,  that  the 
author  claimed  his  origin  and  in  his  book  he  dealt  at  length  with  that 
branch  of  the  family.  In  1936,  the  late  Warren  Harold  Brewer  of  Terre 
Haute,  Indiana,  prepared  a  mimeographed  paper  bound  manuscript  of  the 
Brewer  family.  He  began  with  a  Thomas  Brewer  and  took  up  his  decendents. 
This  record  is  not  of  any  great  interest  to  the  majority  of  the  Howell  C. 
Brewer  clan. 

The  first  wife  of  George  Brewer  was  Sarah  Lanier.  Mrs.  Royal  Eason 
Ingersoll,  1202  Indiana  Avenue,  La  Porte,  Indiana,  has  done  much  research 
on  the  Lanier  family  and  has  touched  upon  the  Sarah  (Lanier)  Brewer 
branch.  Sarah  was  the  daughter  of  John  Lanier  and  his  wife  Sarah 
(Edmunds)  Lanier.  Sarah  (Edmunds)  Lanier  was  the  daughter  of  William 
Edmunds  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Edmunds.  It  is  from  Howell  Edmunds,  son 
of  this  William,  that  the  name  of  Howell  seems  to  have  gotten  into  the 
Brewer  family. 

Three  of  the  sons  of  George  Brewer,  that,  is  Nicholas,  Howell  and 
Lanier,  moved  south  and  settled  in  North  Carolina.  All  available  informa¬ 
tion  points  toward  Ambrose  Brewer,  father  of  Howell  Cobb  Brewer,  as  be¬ 
ing  a  son  of  either  Howell  or  Lanier. 


•Several  people  as  of  this  date  are  devoting  considerable  effort  to 
research  on  the  Brewer  family.

Ambrose  Brewer  (No.  1)  started  with  two  children  from  Holland  to 
come  to  the  United  States.  He  took  sick  on  the  ship  and  died,  leaving  his 
two  children,  a  boy  and  a  girl.  The  boy’s  name  was  Luther.  The  girl  married 
a  man  by  the  name  of  Webber  and  left  for  some  of  the  first  settlements.  It 
was  never  known  what  became  of  her.  Luther  Brewer  raised  a  family.  Some 
of  his  boys  probably  settled  in  the  northeast  states — Vermont  and  other 
states.  One  of  bus  sons  was  named  Ambiose  (No.  2)  who  had  several  sons. 
Some  were  named  as  follows:  Joab,  Moab,  Sam,  Howell  (No.  1),  Mit,  Ambiose 
(No.  3)  and  six  more  boys,  names  not  known.  Ambrose  (No.  3}  who  was  call¬ 
ed  “Dodger”,  Sam  and  Howell  (No.  1)  came  into  Hancock  County,  Tennessee, 
from  Buncomb  County,  North  Carolina,  that  being  the  place  that  Ambrose 
(No.  2)  lived  and  raised  those  ten  boys.  Some  of  the  brothers  went  to  Ala¬ 
bama  and  Mississippi  and  others  remained  and  stayed  in  North  Carolina. 
Howell  (No.  1)  later  settled  in  Owsley  County,  Kentucky.  He  remained  in 
Kentucky,  raised  a  big  family,  named  as  follows:  Ambrose  (No.  4),  Joab, 
George  (No.  1),  Jim  (No.  1),  Bill  (No.  1),  Howell  (No.  2)  and  Orville.  Several 
girls,  Polly  Cope,  Nancy  Seals,  Sally  Elrod  and  Patsy  Isaacs.  The  above  were 
his  first  children.  His  second  wife’s  children  were  Nick,  John  (No.  1),  Morris 
and  Valentine  and  a  girl  Emily  McCollum.  Ambrose  (No.  4)  settled  in  Han¬ 
cock  County,  Tennessee,  and  later  came  to  Cumberland  Gap,  then  from 
there  to  Jackson  County,  Kentucky,  raising  a  big  family.  Names  as  follows: 
Sons  were  John  (No.  2),  Jim  (No.  2),  Bill  (No.  2),  George  (No.  2),  Howell  (No. 
3),  Pleas  (No.  1)  Ambrose  (No.  5)  and  Cager.  Girls  were  Lucinda  Sullivan, 
Betty  Imes,  later  Betty  Barker,  and  Esther.  These  were  his  first  wife’s 
children.  His  second  wife’s  children  were  Susie.  Malissa,  Henry  and  Sam. 
John  (No.  2)  had  children  named  Minerva,  Ambrose,  Charley,  Jim,  Frank, 
William,  George  and  Lula.  Jim  (No.  2)  died  during  the  Civil  War  and  was 
never  married.  Bill  (No.  2)  had  no  children.  George,  by  his  first  wife  Doxie, 
had  Jim,  Dora,  Maggie,  Edd,  Dolly,  Tip  and  Vina.  By  his  second  wife  he  had 
Susie,  Bertha,  Boone,  Ambrose  and  Howell.  Howell,  son  of  John  (No.  2),  had 
by  his  first  wife,  John  and  Cyntha.  By  his  second  wife  he  had  John  and 
Polly.  Pleas,  son  of  Ambrose  (No.  4),  had  by  his  first  wife,  Henry,  John,  Jim 
and  Sol.  By  his  second  wife  he  had  Eva.  Charles,  Elza,  Ollie,  Dee  and  Stella. 
Ambrose  “Bug”,  son  of  Ambrose  (No.  4),  had  Mary,  Sarah,  Pleas,  Charlie, 
Dora,  and  Cornelius.  Cager,  son  of  Ambrose  (4)  had  Cordelia,  Mack,  Tishie, 
Doxie,  Belle,  Lottie,  Maude  and  Lillie. 

The  above  record  was  given  to  James  F.  Bowman  by  Rev.  Ealen  P. 
Brewer,  Corbin,  Kentucky,  in  1959.  His  ancestry  ran  back  through  Rev. 
Charles  G.,  John,  Ambrose,  Howell  and  Ambrose.  This  record  was  said  to 
have  been  made  by  some  of  Rev.  Ealen  P.  Brewer’s  relatives  who  lived  in 
Arkansas. 

A  BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH  OF  HOWELL  COBB  BREWER 
AT  HOME,  OWSLEY  COUNTY,  KENTUCKY,  AUGUST  13,  1835 

Howell  Brewer,  age  94  years,  nine  months  and  thirteen  days,  was 
born  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  Moore  County,  on  Deep  River,  in  the 
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year  of  our  Lord,  October  20,  1790.  Married  there  on  the  tenth  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1810.  Emigrated  from  there  to  Hawkins  County,  East  Tennessee  in  1814. 
then  24  years  old.  Me  and  my  wife  had  twelve  children,  one  born  in  North 
Carolina.  We  lived  together  about  24  years  and  in  the  year  1834,  April  22, 
she  died.  Enter  to  the  second  wife  the  twelfth  of  September  1834.  I  had  no 
children  by  her.  She  died  June  the  sixteenth  1837.  She  lay  about  sixteen 
months  of  that  time  that  she  was  scarcely  able  to  walk  alone.  On  September 
3,  1838,  I  married  my  third  wife.  We  had  five  children,  four  sons  and  one 
daughter  and  we  and  all  of  these  children  are  still  living.  I  raised  eleven  of 
my  first  children  and  five  of  my  last  children  to  man  and  womanhood 
which  makes  sixteen  in  all  and  I  never  had  to  part  with  any  of  them.  I  join¬ 
ed  the  Missionary  Baptist  Church  in  the  year  1832  and  have  lived  in  my 
duty  most  of  my  time.  I  have  been  in  public  life,  civil  and  military,  upwards 
of  fifty  years.  I  had  two  sons  that  volunteered  in  the  Florida  War  and  served 
six  months.  Then  I  had  two  sons  that  went  into  the  war  with  Mexico  and 
served  until  peace  was  made.  At  the  commencement  of  the  late  war  1  had 
nine  sons  living  and  out  of  the  nine,  six  entered  the  Federal  Army,  five  of 
whom  served  three  years.  I  furnished  in  the  late  war  sons,  sons-in-law  and 
grandsons  the  fifth  part  of  a  captains  company  (20).  I  have  lived  to  see  the 
fourth  and  might  say  the  fifth  generation.  I  have  133  grandchildren  now 
living,  and  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren  I  might  say  200.  I  emi¬ 
grated  from  East  Tennessee  in  the  year  of  1848  to  Owsley  County,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  and  have  lived  here  since.

RUSSELL  DATA 

In  May  of  1961,  David  Graham  Farmer  of  Artemus,  Knox  County,  Ky., 
in  an  interview  with  Ernest  Congleton  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  Dr.  Clinton 
Congleton  of  Barbourville,  Ky.,  stated  that  our  Uncle  Nicholas  Wolf  Brewer 
had  told  him  on  numerous  occasions  when  he  was  a  young  man,  that  D.  G. 
Farmer’s  grandfather  John  Farmer,  1812-1906,  was  a  first  cousin  to  Howell 
Cobb  Brewer  the  father  of  Uncle  Nick  Brewer. 

Search  on  the  possibility  that  it  was  true  has  as  yet  revealed  nothing 
to  date  that  is  concrete.  But  on  a  study  of  the  various  families  of  the 
children  of  Ambrose  Brewer  indicates  that  his  wife  or  at  least  one  of  them 
was  likely  a  Russell. 

D.  G.  Farmer’s  great  grandfather  was  Stephen  Farmer  and  was 
married  to  a  Nancy  Russell  about  1792  or  93. 

Since  the  Moore  County,  N.  C.,  history  states  that  Ambrose  Brewer 
was  in  that  county  as  early  as  possibly  1787,  it  is  most  likely  that  the  Rus¬ 
sell  and  Farmer  families  were  also  there  at  the  same  time.  A  study  of  the 
Farmer  Family  History  should  be  made  for  further  deliberation  on  the 
possibility  of  relationship.

Howell  Cobb  Brewer  was  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  Hawkins  County, 
Tennessee,  fiom  183C  until  1842  and  probably  before  and  after  those  dates. 

He  also  served  for  an  unknown  period  in  the  same  office  in  Owsley  County 
Kentucky. 


The  Mulbeiry  Gap  Baptist  Association,  Minutes,  September  1896, 
contain:  Sister  Nancy  Seals  was  born  December  4,  1816,  married  Samuel 
Seals  July  8,  1833;  joined  the  church  at  War  Creek  in  1835;  died  April  1891, 
leaving  a  husband,  eleven  children  living  and  six  dead. 

Sylvanus  Brewer  of  Claibourne  County,  Tennessee,  mentioned  his 
wife,  Mary,  in  his  will  dated  April  18,  1839. 


The  will  of  George  Brewer  of  Brunswick  County,  Virginia,  which  was 
proved  August  1744,  and  the  settlement  of  the  estate  shows  his  wife  as 
Alice  and  his  children  as,  Oliver.  Henry,  Nathaniel,  Sarah,  Lanier,  George - 
John,  Howell,  William  and  Nicholas. 


The  1793  census  of  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina,  lists  Howell 
Brewer.  The  1790  census  of  Moore  County,  North  Carolina,  lists  Ambrose 
Brewer  and  Lanier  Brewer. 


Quoted  from  Mrs.  Reddin:  “R.  E.  Wicker,  who  transcribed  the  Moore 
County,  North  Carolina  court  records  for  the  period  1784-1795,  said  that 
Ambrose,  Diuiv,  Linear  (sic)  and  Micajah  Brewer  were  residents  of  the 
county  about  the  1790’s.” 


Again  from  Mrs.  Reddin:  “The  History  of  Moore  County,  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  Appendage  B,  p.  194  under  topic  ‘Permanent  18th  Century  Settlers’ 
says  that  Howell  (Dutchman)  Bruer  was  at  Deep  River  in  1754  with  Near 
(sic)  and  George  Bruer  there  by  1777  and  Ambrose  Bruer  by  1787.  On  page 
191  it  says  that  the  Seals  were  in  Moore  from  1766-1789  after  which  they 
moved  to  Tennessee  too.” 

The  Revolutionary  War  pension  record  of  Isaac  Brewer  (North  Caro 
lina  R  1185)  gives  some  important  facts  about  his  family  as  follows:  His 
father  was  Howell  Brewer  who  was  of  North  Carolina  but  lived  in  Wilkes 
County,  Georgia  when  Isaac  was  born  in  1763;  then  moved  to  Bedford 
County,  Virginia,  when  Isaac  was  4  or  5;  then  to  Chatham  County,  North 
Carolina,  where  he  lived  until  Isaac  was  24  or  2o  years  of  age;  George 
Brewer  was  a  younger  brother  of  Isaac  and  in  1846  was  living  in  Wayne 
County,  Tennessee;  Isaac  had  an  uncle  John  Brewer;  Simon  Brewer,  Coosa 
County,  Alabama  was  a  brother  to  Isaac;  Howell,  the  father  of  Isaac  died 
sonw  place  unknown  to  Isaac  but  in  west  Tennessee,  with  his  second  wife 
and  second  family. 


The  following  is  quoted  from  a  letter  written  in  1953  by  W.  E.  Brewer 
of  Ventura,  California,  who  w^as  then  seventy  five  years  of  age  to  James  F. 
Bowman  “.  .  .  .  my  Grand  Daddy’s  name  urns  Samuel  Russell  Brewer.  He  was 
the  youngest  of  five  brothers  and  when  he  passed  away  at  the  age  of  75 
the  others  were  all  living  and  their  names  were  as  follows:  Brackston,  Joeab, 
Mowab,  and  Oliver.  They  all  lived  in  Tennessee  and  I  understood  their  fore¬ 
fathers  came  there  from  North  Carolina  in  an  early  day.”

The  following  record  is  taken  from  the  Hamblen,  Tennessee,  History, 
as  contributed  by  Nova  M.  Mertens  (Mrs.  Frederick  C.)  1014  Cameron  Street, 
Indianapolis  3,  Indiana,  through  Mrs.  Janice  B.  Reddin. 


The  founder  of  the  family  in  which  this  work  is  interested  was 
Ambrose  Brewer.  He  lived  in  what  is  now  Catawba  County,  North  Carolina, 
born  about  1760.  He  served  under  Colonel  Cleveland  at  the  battle  of  Kings 
Mountain,  October  7,  1789,  Revolutionary  War.  Soon  after  this  he  moved 
over  the  mountains  and  settled  on  War  Creek,  in  what  is  now  Hancock 
County,  Tennessee,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  the  locality.  He  was  a  Free 
Mason.  He  had  a  wife  and  son,  Joab,  at  this  time. 


Afterwards  several  other  children  were  born:  Frederick,  George, 
Ambrose,  Lucinda,  Ona,  and  possibly  others.  Joab  had  two  sons  that  are 
known:  Marshall  and  Isam.  Marshall  married  Sarah  Light,  and  had  sons, 
Oliver,  who  married  Armilda  Ramsey,  and  James  Ambrose,  who  married 
Sarah  C.  Ramsey,  sister  of  Armilda.  Isam  Brewer  was  the  father  of  Larkin 
Brewer.

Pension  was  denied  but  record  does  not  show  for  what 
reason.  Record  indicates  Ambrose  was  born  in  Virginia  around  1753.  He 
later  moved  to  North  Carolina  from  which  state  he  was  said  to  have  served 
in  the  war.  He  was  living  in  Hancock  County,  Tennessee,  when  he  applied 
for  a  pension  in  1854  at  which  time  he  was  101  years  of  age.  John  R.  Smith 
bore  witness  to  this  service.
